He Lord Ambaſhdor of Spaine, Allonſo de Car- 
denas having underſtood what the Lord F7el- 
ding, of the Lords Houſe, and Sir Thomas Bars 
rington Barronetr, and Sir 1ohn Holland Barro 
| net of the Honſe of Commons, All three Com- 
ifflaries from the Parliament, have ſaid in behalfe of:both 
Frouſes, concerning the advertiſement given them, that in 
the Haven of Dxxkzrk there were certaine ſhips laded with' 
Ammunition, ready to take ſaile, intended for the reliefe of 
the Rebells of Ireland , which they hold contrary to 'the' 
Articles of peace between the two Crownes'; And that

bellion in 1rcland, becauſe other wiſe it would be underſtood 
tobe a breach of the Treaties between the two Crowns, and 
ſo reſented by the Parkaments, The ſaid Ambaſſadour of 
Spainanſwered , Thar beſides the underſtanding, which he 
bath of the King his Maſters mind and intencion to conſerve. 
rhe fricnd{bip which he profeſlerh with his Majeſty of great 
Britain, he bath expreſſe and moſt particular norice, that the 
Ships vhich are now in Daxkerk Haven laded with Souldi- 
ers and Ammunition, and ready'to fayle, neither arefor Tre- 
land, nor were they provided for any ſuch purpoſe, And 
that this notice was given him by DorFrauciſco de Melo Earle 
of Aſſumer, Governour and Captaine General of che States 
of-Flarders, whom the reſident of his Majeſty of great Brie 
tain, that aſciſts in Bruſſels, afſured char heeis fully ſatisfied 
of their nor going for Ireland, as bs a}{o his King, who ſig- 
nified ſo much unto him ina Letrer,, in which hee likewiſe 
commanded him to thank the ſaid Dox Franciſco de Melo, 
fordenying leave,which certain Iriſh ſerving in thoſeStates, 
had asked co returne rotheir Countrey , which hee denyed ; 
ro avoydall ſuſpicion, Notwithſtanding their. end forxasking 
it, wasunknowne, . The ſame aſſurance did the ſatne Am- 
bafſador give uato the Commiſſaries aforeſaid of the'Parlja- 
ment , concerning the mentioned ſhips in- D«nkirke,” ladey 
with Ammunition, and {ouldiers, that they are not for in 
land ; And he proffered to write to Dwzxkerk, and all orhi 
parts of Fl;zderrand Dominions of the King his Maſter;and 
particular tohis Catholick Majeſty; to the end, That the
